most exhaustive 
criminal search 
in our history. 
| That there

criminal intelligence in the na- 
tion is made clear by the direc- 
tor’s brief statement in announc- 
ing solution of the case. 

Eleven men were involved. 

Six men are newly under ar- 
rest. Two already are in prison 
on other charges. Two are sought. 
, One is dead. 

Once again criminal intelli- 
gence, in matching its wits with 
law, has been defeated. Just 
how badly it was worsted is not 
yet known. The robbers got 
away with money, money orders, 
checks and so on, with a total 
value of $2,700,000. Of this more 
than $1,000,000 was in cash.

This is one of the details Di- 
rector Hoover has not yet re- 
leased. There was no informa- 
tion as to whether any of the 
loot had been recovered. The 
presumption would be that the 
thieves destroyed everything 
save the cash, 

There is the further assump- 
tion that the cash itself was of 
little value to those who took 
it. In the argot of the undér- 
world, it was “hot.” A few 
pieces of it turned up. It was 
almost immediately recognized. 
When ‘the facts all are made 
known they almost certainly 
will reveal the thieves profited 
meagerly from their stolen 
richés. 

One may read between the 
lines of the skeleton report 
made to the public tHat, even as 
the old axiom tells us, ‘‘When 
thieves fall out, honest men 
come by their own.”’ The thieves 
did fall out. 

They went gunning for one an- 
other. 

That the FBI several years ago 
knew the guilty is made clear 
by the arrests. All those now hdld, 
Save one, were brought before 
a grand jury two years ago. 

Director Hoover used one sen- 
tence in his news release which, 
when augmented by the six 
years of accumulated details, 
would fill many thousands of 
pages. Literally dozens of fil- 
ing cases are filled with reports 
on the Brink’s robbery. Mr. 
Hoover said investigation had 
proceeded ‘‘continuously’’ for the 
six years. In time we will be 
told of the hundreds of thou- 
sands checks made. We may 
be sure almost every day and

His pic- 
ture was released to newspapers 
and television stations then. 

The indictments were returned 
shortly before his capture.

Water Mains Measure 
Growth of the Section 


There are many indices to the growth 
of Metropolitan Atlanta. But few are as 
spectacular as the expanding net of water 
mains in the area. 

DeKalb County started the trend years 
ago with a county-owned, county-wide 
water system that attracted substantial 
new industries and thousands. of residents 
to the area. Cobb County and Marietta 
were the next to see the advantages of 
such a system and built a network of 
lines to serve their new industries and 
residents. 

Clayton County began to participate 
in the, growth of Atlanta; Recently the 
county let contracts for 30 miles of water 
lines which should be finished by June. 
The Clayton system inevitably will bring 
in new businesses and residents, as sim- 
ilar systems have in Cobb and DeKalb. 

Gwinnett County is readying plans 
for a similar system. To the north and 
east of Atlanta, Gwinnett is on the 
threshold of urbanization. The county 
plans to supply not only its own residents 
with water, but communities adjacent to 
the Gwinnett County line. 

Last of all comes Atlanta’s own County 
of Fulton, the heart of the Metropolitan 
area. Fulton County’s commissioners now 
are engaged in an effort to extend mains 
of the City of Atlanta system into un- 
watered, but well-populated sections. And 
that part of Fulton north of the Chatta- 
hoochee has requested permission to tap 
the Gwinnett system to augment the 
water supplies of Roswell and Alpharetta, 
and lay mains through sections still un- 
developed, partly because of the lack of 
a constant water supply. 

The city grows where water goes, 
and apparently there is no stopping the 
growth of Atlanta and its environs. With- 
in a year the metropolitan area should be 
as well-watered as any section in the 
country, a factor that will encourage its 
continued healthy growth. 

There is only one disturbing factor— 
the lack of laws and regulations govern- 
ing the use of water supplies and re- 
sources, a factor that may well be 
remedied by this session of the General 
Assembly.

The Weather Bureau 
Goes in for Semantics 


It is many months before the begin- 
ning of the hurricane season, but the 
weather bureau already is planning for it. 

The bureau has announced that be- 
ginning with the first big wind of 1956 
it-no longer will use the term “alert” in 
its advance notices. The phrase “hurri- 
cane watch” will be substituted instead. 

This change is all to the good, for the

bureau usually spots these hurricanes 
several days and many, many miles from 
the mainland. The word “alert” connotes 
something immediate, while “watch” im- 
plies a period of grace and leisurely 
preparation of the spirit as well as the 
storm shutters. 


The same gradations of meaning we 
trust will be applied by the bureau to 
its tornado warnings. Too many people 
started diving for the cellar when the 
bureau first began issuing the word that 
conditions were ripe for tornadoes, but 
now ignore these warnings completely. 

These big winds are as unpredictable 
as anything in nature. Watchful waiting 
now is the routine advised by the weather 
bureau before springing to a full alert.

Why Take All Brakes 
Off Municipal Taxes? 


It is a well-known fact that cities 
have financial troubles and that federal 
and state governments have contributed 
to these substantially by tapping most 
available tax sources. 


Cities have had to seek new means of 
revenue which in many cases have failed 
to provide the funds necessary to meet 
demands for additional services that re- 
sulted from growth. 

About the only field that is not ex- 
hausted by state and federal levies is the 
ad valorem tax on property. This is not 
only limited by state law but also by the 
wide variations and inequities in evalua- 
tions for tax purposes. 

Even so, the bill introduced by the 
Dougherty County delegation in the Leg- 
islature Thursday that would virtually 
remove all limits on municipal taxes is 
taking it a little too far. Repeal of exist- 
ing laws that provide such limitations 
and that require voter approval for ad- 
ditional levies amounts to giving mu- 
nicipal authorities a blank check. 

All agencies of government in recent 
years seem to take it for granted that 
there is no limit to the people’s ability 
and willingness to pay taxes. This type of 
thinking is a mistake. Efforts to circum- 
vent the electorate by removing limita- 
tions and their own choice through ref- 
erendums are not in keeping with the best 
democratic traditions. 

What is needed more than anything 
else is a statewide yardstick for 
ments; in other words, tax equalization. 
Such a yardstick should be fair and it 
should be uniform. It should provide pro- 
tection for the individual. 

The other paramount need is eco- 
nomical operation of government at all 
levels. Officials and the people should 
think more of the things they can do 
without instead of demanding more and 
more services. 

The Legislature should examine this 
measure carefully before giving it ap- 
proval—even though it has the backing 
of municipal authorities. Certainly the 
people should retain some voice in tax 
matters that affect them.

Traffic Court Proposal 


Sounds Quite Practical 


The recommendation of the joint com- 
mittee of the Atlanta Lawyers Club and 
the Atlanta Bar Association concerning 
a legal traffic court for Atlanta essentially 
follows the best thinking of municipal and 
traffic experts the country over. 

Briefly the plan involves adoption of 
two constitutional amendments _ that 
would be submitted to the voters at the 
general election in November—an amend- 
ment creating a single court authorized to 
try all traffic offenses occurring in the City 
of Atlanta and the unincorporated areas 
of Fulton County and an amendment to 
the state’s Uniform Traffic Code. 

In the interim period the General As- 
sembly would be asked to amend the city 
charter to improve the present traffic di- 
vision of the Municipal Court of Atlanta. 

A judicial commission would be set 
up of lawyers, judges and laymen to cer- 
tify three to five persons for a traffic 
court judgeship—leaving the final ap- 
pointment’ to the mayor. This version of 
the “Missouri Plan” is believed to be 
legal and has stood the test in other states. 

To end the argument between the City 
of Atlanta and Fulton County concern- 
ing jurisdiction of traffic cases, the com- 
mittee’s proposal for one court for city 
and county provides for all fines and for- 
feitures to be paid to the government unit 
responsible for policing the area in which 
the offenses occurred. 

The traffic code amendment would en- 
able cities‘to adopt the code’s provisions 
as ordinances, making state violations also 
violations of city ordinances. This would 
permit the General Assembly to grant At- 
lanta or any other city jurisdiction over 
all traffic offenses within their boundaries. 

Since Atlanta is not the only city af- 
fected, the latter amendment is permis- 
sive and could be put into effect in all 
other cities having a similar problem. 

These recommendations seem practical 
and workable.

Atlanta—On behalf of the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society I want to thank 
you for the editorial entitled ‘‘Can- 
cer Research Work Needs Popular 
Sunpport”’ which appeared in The 
Constitution Jan. 3. 

Another point you might wish to 
stress later, as you stated, is that 
although the survey by the Na- 


tional Cancer Institute ‘agreed 
with the popular conception that 
more women have cancer than 


men,”’ actually fewer women than 
men are dying of cancer today. 

The fact is that more men than 
women have died of cancer every 
year since 1949, according to our 
society’s studies. 

The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. survey indicates an 11.6 per 
cent decrease in the cancer death 
rate among women during the dec- 
ade. This means that between 10,- 
000 and 15,000 women a year are 
being saved from dying of cancer. 
Some are kind enough to state that 
this is because of the intensive 
lay education program of the Can- 
cer Society which has for many 
years been carried on mainly by 
women. Only in recent years have 
we been successful in getting ap- 
preciable numbers of men to par- 
ticipate.

Proposed Natural Gas Bill 


Called Threat to Consumers 


The Federal Power Commisison has received a setback in its 
effort to give sharply higher prices to producers of natural gas as 


an ‘“‘incentive’’ 


to make them want to go out and find new fields. 


In a unanimous decision the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Washington has set aside a multimillion-dollar rate increase the FPC 
had granted Panhandle Eastern Pipe Line Co., which serves Detroit, 


Mich. and vicinity. 

Part of the increase was due to 
the abandonment by the FPC of 
the time-honored principle that 
natural gas companies should be 
allowed to earn no more than ‘‘just 
and reasonable’’ profits on their 
investments in production proper- 
ties. 

On the gas production part of 
Panhandle’s business, the FPC had 
substituted a ‘“‘fair field price” 


method of price fixing for the 
vardstick of ‘‘just and reasonable” 
returns. 


The “fair field price,”’ as inter- 
preted by the FPC is the price at 
which unregulated gas producers 
are able to sell under supply and 
demand conditions. Since World 
War II the demand for gas has 
far outstripped the supply so the 
“fair field price’ is higher than 
any company would be allowed on 
the basis of ‘‘just and reasonable”’ 
return on investment. 

While the court did not say “fair 
field price’? may not be used as a 
method of price regulation, it said 
that if ‘‘fair field price’ is used 
it still is necessary under the law 
to show that any increase is ‘‘just 
and reasonable.”’ 

In other words the FPC cannot 
give a regulated company a higher 
price merely because other com- 
panies not under regulation happen 
to be getting that price. The test 
of “reasonableness,’’ which the 


FPC and the gas industry would 


like to avoid, must still be applied. 


’ 


And if the FPC wants to use the 
“fair field price’ yardstick, any 
increase in price resulting there- 
from must be within the limits of 
what the company needs to realize 
a ‘“‘just and reasonable’”’ profit. 

The decision, unless it should be 
upset by the Supreme Court or 
Congress, seems to mean that 
everything the FPC has been doing 
for the last year and a half in its 
effort to boost well-head gas prices 
for the benefit of producers, with- 
out regard for the protection of 
consumers, is improper. 

The need for new “incentives” 
to encourage gas exploration has 
never been demonstrated §satis- 
factorily. Most gas fields are dis- 
covered in the process of search- 
ing for oil and as long as it is 
profitable to drill-for oil there is 
every expectation that all possible 
gas fields will be discovered in 
time. 

Legalization of the “fair field 
price’’ method of pricing gas is 
the principal objective of the 
Harris-Fulbright bill which has 
passed the House of Representa- 
tives and is now pending in the 
Senate. 

The present FPC has been so 
eager to sidestep the “just and 
reasonable”’ requirements of the 
natural gas act that it has tried 
to apply ‘‘fair field price’’ methods 
without waiting for legal authori- 


zation. That in itself is a strange 


performance for a federal agency.

It seems almost unpatriotic—at least un-Re- 
publican—to say in this time of prosperity that 
everyone isn’t rich. There is evidence this is so. 

Generally, the country is in a boom time.

But there are some disturbing 
areas. It has been known for some 
time, of course, that farm income 
has been going downhill the past 
few years. A study of family in- 
come in the South, recently re- 
leased by the Department of Com- 
merce office in Atlanta, substanti- 
ates this and indicates many city 
dwellers don’t have eggs in their 
beer either. 


The commerce department re- 
port is based on Bureau of the 
Census estimates for the year 1954. 
The census bureau estimates there 
are 48,000 families in the South 
with an income of $25,000 a year 
and over. But — and this is the 
shocker — the bureau estimates 
916,000 families are receiving in- 
comes of less than $300 yearly. 
That sounds almost unbelievable. 


The report declares that more 
than a half million Southern fami- 
lies are in the $5,000 to $5,999 
range. The census estimates say 
the median income of urban. fami- 
lies in the region is $4,024, as com- 
pared with $4,687 in the North- 
west, $4,904 in the North Central 
region and $4,714 in the West. But 


when all Southern incomes are 
averaged the low incomes of rural 
areas pull the region’s standards 
way down. 

The median income in the South, 
including rural areas, is $3,300 as 
compared with approximately $4,- 
500 for each of the other regions,

prosperity doesn’t necessarily 
mean we're all coupon clippers, 

The Senate Small Business Com- 
mittee, deploring the fact small 
manufacturers had failed to get 
their proportionate share of the 
boom, reported bankruptcies im 
1954 were at the highest rate in 12 
years. This rate was duplicated in 
1955, the committee said. 


The committee drew a compart- 
son between profits after taxes per 
dollar of sales for companies over 

250,000 in assets and companies 
over 100 million dollars. 

“Statistics,”’ the committee said, 
“show that in 1952 the smallest 
producers made 2.3 cents per dol-
